Hemorrhage of the 
brain was the direct cause. of 
death.” 

Young Kirkland appeared tre- 
mendously relieved on hearing this 
testimony and even ventured to 
smile faintly. 

Dr. Springer, aformer..coroner’s 
physician of Cook county, testified 
he had performed as many. as 25,- 
000 post mortem examinations, in 
about 100 of which death resulted 
from an attack. 

Bruise on Head 

The body of Arlene, who died 
during a gin orgy in Gary last No- 
vember 30 after allegedly being at- 
tacked by Kirkland and four other 
youths, was in good condition, Dr. 
Springer told the court. 

“I found,” he testified, “the body 
qf a beautiful, well-formed young 
lady of about 18. I found that the 
head had been bruised. There was 
a round swelling about. the: size. of 
a dollar. Removing the scalp, I 
found a blood clot. That showed 
where there had been a brain hem- 
orrhage. There was no-open cut on 
the skull. It was just-a bruise.”

DES MOINES, Ia.—(INS)—An 
expenditure of $8,350,000 is called 
for in the complete federal build- 
ing program for the state, as re- 
vealed in a report received today 
from the national capital.

At Contract South might bid 
three Spades in which case North 
would advance to four on _ the 
strength of his Diamond Ace; if 
a forcing bidder South might bid 
two Spades and go to four when 
North bid Diamands. What actu- 
ally happened was that South 
started with the artificial two- 
Club bid and West bid two Hearts. 
North and East passed, and South 
bid four Spades. 

South’s two-Club bid, followed by 
the four Spades, was intended to 
show North that South had a game 
hand at Spades, with no alterna- 
tive. Had South started with four 
Spades, North would have taken 
the bid to be pre-emptive; and 
South wanted North to bid if he 


had an Ace and a King. In that |TOom 


case South could have bid for a 
slam. North was not justified in 
inviting a slam with only one trick 
in his hand; therefore the final 
contract was four Spades with 
South the Declarer. 

West led the King of Hearts 
which South won with the Ace. De- 
clarer' then saw that utilizing 
North’s two trumps on South’s two 
losing Clubs probably would pro- 
duce twelve tricks, so South led the 


Ace and King of Clubs to tricks 2 


and 3.. A small Club which North 
ruffed at trick 4. drew West’s 
Queen of Clubs and, by making 
South’s Nine good, eliminated the 
need of a second ruff; so the ad- 
verse trumps were exhausted at 
once. 

Declarer now might have faced 
his cards, claiming twelve tricks; 
but the South who played the hand 
saw the possibility of a squéeze if 
West had the Jack and Queen of 
Hearts and: the King and Queen of 
Diamonds. If West did not have 
these cards, trying the squeeze 
would not lose. 

South led three more trumps and 
the Nine of Clubs. When the Club 
was led; North had left the Ace 
and Jack of Diamonds, and the 
Ten of Hearts; West, attempting 
to guard two suits, also had the 
Queen of Hearts and King-Queen 
of Diamonds.

There is 
also that University of Iowa investigation which is now play- 
ing on ‘the diamond of the “home team” and which, if pre- 
dictions do not go astray, promises to develop some more in- 
teresting testimony. - 
, Leislatures, murder trials, university probes and other 
momentary things may come and go but we hope-the “Peo- 
~ple’s Pulpit” goes on indefinitely. In our opinion a newspaper 
€an ‘perform no greater service than giving its readers free 
use of its columns so far as space permits. We all know that 
“two heads are better than one” and when we can have a col- 
lection of several hundred people expressing their views over 
a period of months we gain a composite picture of opinion 
, that not only makes us think but also makes us more lenient 
‘towards the ideas of “the other fellow.” 
’. The general tendency of the newspapers of America today 
is to make us “mass minded.” In national affairs, in the 
old days, there was considerable difference in the platforms 
of the two major parties and independent editors took up the 
cudgels for one or the other in militant fashion. Today there 
is very little difference except for traditions. Even the 
tariff, because of the great growth of manufacturing enter- 


prises in the south, is becoming a back*number. When you 
come right down to cases the only fellows who are trying to 
upset the apple cart and do something for you and us are the 
members of both parties comprising the so called progressive 
bloc. 

Because political minds seem to be running in the same 
channel, the newspapers are following suit. The old inde- 
pendent spirit is lacking. Editorial policies are dictated by 
the business office. If at least half of the editorial writers 
of the country were allowed to express their own inmost con- 
victions; if these writers who have seen life in-the-raw, who 


know, through observation, of the many injustices ‘being 


practiced, could write as they want to write, it would be? a 
revelation to the country. ‘ 

These same editorial policies result in rejections of com- 
munications from readers. The main idea seems to be to 
suppress anything that does not meet the personal approval 
of the “powers that be.” This gives everybody a one-sided 
slant on questions of vital public interest. There Are some 
big exceptions. One was the New York World which told 
the truth, earned the enmity of some of the monied interests, 
got into financial difficulties, and was purchased by a com- 
petitor. The history of the World was the history of inde- 
pendent action throughout. It was a militant champion of 
the people, but Wall street proved too strong. Chain news- 
papers are‘also thwarting individual apinion. The idea seems 
to be to’either “play ball with us” or shut up. 

The Midwest Free Press was founded on no such basis. 
It welcomes communications regardless of our views on mat- 
ters of public interest. It is the only way we folks, this 
constantly growing Free Press family, can express our opin- 
ions. Letters are steadily increasing from widely separat- 
ed points: Alabama and Canada are in evidence today. They 
are beginning to tax our mechanical facilities to print them 
promptly. But if you have a little patience your letter will 


be printed—if you sign your name and address. _ Unsigned 
letters go into the waste basket. Make them as brief as 
possible. If too long they may be cut a little as we want 
to give you all a chance. 

Here’s hoping that the People’s Pulpit will continue to be 
one of the most popular features of the paper ,as many have 
asserted. It is up to you to make it so. 


A Bit Of Irony 

How New Yorkers view Al Capone is shown by the com- 
ment of H. I. Phillips, newspaper writer, who shows up the 
vagaries of the law when he says: 

“Al Capone, it seems, faces the bar of justice merely for 
vagrancy or contempt of court. Just why he has not been 
charged with smoking in the subway, leading an unmuzzled 
dog, playing in the city streets, fishing without a license’or 
riding a bicycle on the sidewalk may never be explained.” 

Inasmuch as a slap on the wrist, instead of prison bars, 
seems to be the lot of Capone, there are many‘other folks 
wondering the same thing. 

Iowa And Taxes 

The Iowa Tax Relief League presents some interesting 
comment on the inequalities of our. present tax system. It 
states there have been very few changes since the law was 
enacted in 1853 with more than 90 per cent of all state and 
local taxes being collected under the terms of this antiquat- 
ed statute. 

No adequate provision is made for the taxation of in- 
tangible properties, such as money, credits, stocks, bonds, 
franchise rights, etc. When the law was enacted the state 
had few intangibles while now the statistics show the in- 
tangibles are about equal to tangible property. It is furth- 
er stated that fifty per cent of the tangible real estate and 
personal property pays over a hundred million a year in taxes 


while the fifty per cent of the intangible values pays only, 
three millions in taxes. 

The income from farm and other real estate and all tangi- 

- ble personal: property is less than 25 per cent of the income 

of the state and yet this 25 per cent pays more than 92 per 
cent of the state and local taxes. 

No wonder the legislature is tackling the tax revision prob- 

lem. It is likewise no wonder that farmers, whose property, 


consists largely of tangibles, are having a hard time to make 
both ends meet. ' 


Children More Careful 

Statistics of automobile accidents as they apply to chil 
dren show a big decline in the last ten years. Twenty-nine 
per cent of the auto accidents in 1920 involved children under 
15 years old while in 1980 the percentage had been reduced 
to fifteen, a drop of nearly one-half. On the other hand the 
proportion of accidents among adults has increased, parti- 
cularly old people. ; 

This reduction of juvenile accidents indicates that safety 
instruction campaigns carried on among school children of 
the country are bearing fruit. If adults would also heed the 


warnings being taught their children a greater improvement 
* would be made.

‘The tragic results that may fol- 
low the coverings of the spinalcord

sensations for sometime or possibly, 
never fully , survive.the. effects. 

The loss of Means 
, that it will have to be replaced be- 
fore the mental cal balance 
is restored, and this is slow or 
unnatural there will be a dissap- 
pointing result for the patient.

AMES, Ia: — (Special) — Iowa 
farmers can increase their aver- 


age corn yield three bushels or| 


more per acre at’ practically neg- 
ligible cost by treating seed with 
mercuric dust compounds, accord- 
ing to R. HB. Porter, extension 
specialist in plant pathology at 
Iowg State college. 

In cooperative demonstrations in 
10 counties last year, treated seed 
outyielded non-treated seed by an 
average of 3.3 bushels per acre. 
The yield from the treated seed 
was 56.9 bushels and from the non- 
treated seed, 53.6 bushels. 

some years, especially if 
the planting season was damp and 
cold, the benefits have been great- 
er. Treating seed with mercuric 
dusts protects the young plant 
from seedling blight, insures a bet- 
ter stand and gives the plant a 
better start. ’ 

It is not mecessary that the 
planting be done immediately after 
treatment with the dust. A barrel 
churn or any apparatus in which 
the corn may be thoroughly coated 
with the dust may be used in 
treating, the seed.

To Be Eradicated 


WASHINGTON— (Special) —A 
10-year program for eradication of 
predatory and other wild animals 
injurious to agriculture, forestry 
and animal husbandry is author- 
ized in a bill (H. R. 9599) passed 
by the Senate. The measure pro- 
vides for an appropriation of not 
more than $1,000,000 a year, be- 
ginning July 1, 1931, for the 10- 
year period. 

In carrying out the program the 
secretary of agriculture is author- 
ized to cooperate with states, in- 
dividuals, public and private agen- 
cies. oreanizations and institutons. 
Included among the~- animals 
named in the measure are the fol- 
lowing: Mountain lions, wolves, 
coyotes, bobcats, prairie dogs, 
gophers, ground squirrels and jack 
rabbits.

AMES, Ia.,—(Special\— A total 
of 2,400 farmers, county agents and 
others interested in the farm price 
outlook attended the series of 36 
agricultural outlook conferences 
which closed last week, according 
to J. C. Galloway, farm manage- 
ment specialist in the extension 
service, Iawa State college. 

The average attendance per 
meeting was 67, more than one- 
third larger than the average at- 
tendance of 48 per meeting in the 
series held a year ago. 

The Iowa agricultural outlook re- 
port as presented at the meetings 
holds some hope of slightly better 
conditions for the hog and beef cat- 
tle feeder late in 1931 but little 
promise of change for the dairy- 
man, sheepman or grain we 
The report was compiled by the ex- 
tension service and v agricultural 
economics experiment station fol- 
lowing the national outlook con- 
ference in Washington, D. C. 

Three more outlook meetings 
have been scheduled in addition to 
the series just completed. They 
are: Emmetsburg, today; Iowa 
Falls, March 12; and _ Eldora, 
March 13; The meeting at Emmcis- 
burg will be a part of the annual 
farm business short course.

He is normally a .300 hitter and a 
good second baseman. O’Doul is no 
gazelle in the outfield but his .383 
batting average makes Brooklyn the 
hardest hitting club in the league, 
on paper at least. 

Weakness at second base lost 
fifteen games for Brooklyn last 
season.

Rogers Hornsby has strengthen- 
ed the pitching staff of the Cubs 
enormously by acquiring three ex- 
perienced hurlers from other na- 
tional league clubs.

Big Ten Conference 
Heads to Meet 
In Chicago 


CHICAGO — (INS) — Announce- 
ment that a meeting of western 
conference university presidents 
has been called was interpreted 
today as definite evidence of an 
impending battle between the 
North Central association and the 
Big-'Ten over the issue of athletic 
control in the latter group. 

At the call of President Walter 
D. Scott of Northwestern, univer- 
sity presidents of the Big Ten uni- 
versities will convene here within 
the next two weeks as part of a 
committee of 31 to discuss the re- 
reported efforts of’ the North Cen- 
tral group to added jurisdiction of 
athletic affairs’ to its present 
powers. 

This attempt is violently resent- 
ed by all ten universities in the 
middlewest conference. 

Big-Guns Gather 

The committee called by Pres- 
ident Scott will comprise the pres- 
idents, athletic directors and facul- 
ty representatives of all 10 institu- 
tions together with Maj. John L. 
Griffith, Big Ten athletic commis- 
sioner. 

The North Central conference 
composed of nearly every univer- 
sity and college between the Al- 
leghenies and Rockies, has recent- 
ly assumed other than scholastic 
powers, it is charged, one of them 
being the order that universities 
should not sponsor interscholastic 
track meets and basketball tourna- 
ments. 

An investigation conducted by 
North Central conference at five 
Big Ten schools, Chicago, North- 
western, Minnesota, Ohio State and: 
Tilinois, apparently brought the 
feeling to a head. The investigat- 
ing committee headed by Prof. C. 
W. Savage of Oberlin spent six 
days at Northwestern examining 
athletic department ‘files. 

Make Statements 

Two statements were issued 
during the day from Big Ten cam- 
puses. 
tary of the Big Ten faculty ath- 
letic committee, said at Ann Arbor: 

“Recently there has been de- 
veloped in the North Central col- 
lege association a movement to 
take hold of matters heretofore 
handled by the conference, and the 
whole problem has come to a head 
lat Northwestern. It is on this 
question that Northwestern desires 
advice. It should be distinctly un- 
derstood that the proposed meet- 
ing did not grow out of any 
charges against Northwestern or 
any other institution.” 

Prof. O. F. Long, chairman of 
the Northwestern faculty commit- 
tee on athletics, had the following 
to say: 

“It is most desirable that the 
North Central association and the 
intercollegiate conference should 
continue to hold their respective 
positions of leadership. Northwest- 
ern university believes that the in- 
tercollegiate conference should at 
this time refuse to surrender any 
of its prerogatives to the North 
Central association.”

Pact Between France 
And Italy Made 
Public 


ROME,—(INS)— Terms of the 

agreement which definitely ended 
naval rivalry between Italy’ and 
France were semi-officially reveal- 
ed here today. 
* Under the terms of the accord, 
achieved in negotiations led by 
British foreign secretary Arthur 
Henderson, France and Italy are 
understood to have agreed to limit 
their naval building to 130,000 tons 
each between now and 1936. 

France’s quota include two new 

capital ships not exceeding 23,333 
tons each, it is understood, and 
armed with a maximum of 12-inch 
guns. No new 10,000 ton cruisers 
will be built, but each country will 
maintain its seven vessels of this 
type now in commission. 
_. Italy will be permitted to build 
47,000 tons and France 51,000 tons 
of light cruisers and destroyers. No 
submarines will be built in 1931, 
andi between 1932 and 1936 under- 
sea boats may be constructed only 
for replacement of obsolete vessels. 
At the end of 1936, Italy will have 
52,700 arid France 81,900 tons of 
submarines. 

The agreement means that at the 
end of 1936 Italy will possess a 
fleet of 441,000 tons and France 
670,000. France, however, will have 
84,000 tons of obsolete vessels by 
this time to Italy’s 5,000.

Bell System Spends 
Much Money in 1930 
For Research Work 


A total of $15,000,000 was spent 
during the past year for develop- 
ment and research for future tele- 
phone improvements, according to 
W. A. Matthews, local manager of 
the Northwestern -Bell Telephone 
company. There was a growth of 
122,500 telephones in the Bell sys- 
tem in the United States during the 
same year as compared with 821,400 
in 1929, he said. 

Expenditures in 1930 for addi- 
tions, betterments and replacements 
for the system as a whole amount- 
ed to $585,000,000 Which is sub- 
stantially the same as in 1929 which 
had the largest construction pro- 
gram for any year in the ‘history 
of the system, according to Mr. 
Matthews. 

At the end of 1680 there were 
15,682,059 telephones owned by the 
Bell system in the United States 
and its lines connected with an ad-

phones. Today practically every 
telephone in the United States can 
be connected with any one of 32,- 
200,000 out of a total of 35,300,000 
telephones throughout the world, 
the manager said. 

There were 567,694 stockholders 
of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph company at the end of 
1930, Mr. Matthews declared. The 
Bell system, including the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany, the Western Electric com- 
pany. The Bell Telephone Labor- 
atories and the various associate 
companies such as the Northwest- 
ern Bell Telephone company, had 
a total of 394,460 employees. The 
net earnings of the system for the 
year totaled $5,000,195,000 or 5.8 
per cent of the cost of the plant 
and other assets.
